Such an argument, or such a confession, in- 
volves inevitably the inference that the South 
ought to emancipate. If slavery is a moral 
and political evil, it ought to be removed.—

is absurd to preach to the North the obliga- 
twn of executing the Fugitive Stave Law, 
and yet to tell them at the same time that in 
so doing, they will prolong, augment, or ag- 
vravate a moral and political evil.

Notes from the Lecturing Field. 


New Lyme, Aug. 11, 1851. 

A week ago yesterday I held a meeting in 
this place, in commemoration of West India 
Emancipation, that most sublime event of 
modern times. The attendance was good 
and J trust the meeting was a profitable one. 
Having been invited for quite a long time to 
visit Dorset in this county, I went over and 
made an appointment for yesterday. Al- 
though Dorset is but twelve miles from New 
Lyme and seven from Jefferson, there had 
never been an Anti-Slavery Meeting in the 
town, but a considerable amount of religious 
preaching from quite a number of sects. 
A. K. Garlick with whom the notice of meet- 
ing had been left, went to one of the diree- 
tors of a school house in which all kinds of 
religion is preached, save one, and obtained 
his cordial assent that the house should be 
opened; accordingly no pains were spared 
to circulate the appointment. 

At the time, accompanied by HH. Putnam 
of New Lyme I went to the house and found 
it locked against us and a guard on sentry to 
warn us against entering the house for such 
a purpose. The person who thus officiated 
is named Cregg who claims to be a school 
director, a very mean looking man, as well 
as being so in fact. Le seemed very reso- 
lute, being a democrat and elhiristian he was 
very zealous for the cause of God, of course 
I speak not of the true God. The people who 
were gathering both men and women from 
far and near were much disappointed to find 
themselyes compelled to stand in’ the bur- 
ning sun. Soon however A. R. Garlick 
and S. Edwards arrived aud told the man 
who thus exercised a little brief authority, 
that they had obtained the use of the house 
and they should go in, and kindly asked him 
for the key but he would not give it up, was 
very abusive and swore likea pirate. Friend 
Garlick, who by the way is a justice of the 
peace, took off his coat as also did friend Ed- 
wards, the former taking a rail off the fence,

‘The number of Delegates in at- 
tendance was between cight and nine hun- 
dred, while the spacious area of Exeter Hall, 
which is said to hold comfortably thirty-five 
hundred persous, was well filled throughout, 
and densely crowded for hours together.— 
Having been held ata most favorable time 
and at the point most accessible to the great 
body of the active friends of Peace, 1 pre- 
sume the attendance was larger than ever 
before.

But let a general Cenyention of the follow- 
ers of Jesus Christ be cal’ed, with a view to 
the speedy Christianization of the world, and 
either three-fourths would keep away or the 
whole time of the meeting be wasted in an 
acrimonious quarrel as to the meaning of 
Christianity or the wording of the Shibbo- 
leth, whereby those who were should be dis- 
tinguished from those who were not entitled 
to bear the Christian name. 

This contrast implies a great wrong some- 
where, and for which somebody must be res- 
ponsible. I merely suggest it for general 
consideration, and pass on. 

I rejoice m being able to say that the gen- 
eral tendency of the speeches was towards 
universal Eimancipation, mental and physi- 
eal. I doubt whether an English audience 
composed in so large proportion of the con- 
ventionally ‘respectable classes’ ever listen- 
ed to so much downright Democracy be- 
fore.

mous. ‘The following are the Resolutions 
adopted: 

The Congress of the friends of Universal 
Peace, assembled in London July 22, 23 and 
24, 1851, considering that recource to arms 
for the settlement of international disputes, 
isacustom condemned alike by Religion, 
Morality, Reason, and Humanity, and belie 
ving that it is useful and necessary frequent 
ly to direct the attention both of Govern 
ments and Peoples to the evils of the War 
system, and the desirableness and practica- 
bility of maintaining Permanent Internation- 
al Peace, resolves: 

1. That it is the special and solemn duty 
of all Ministers of Religion, Instructors ot 
Youth, and Conductors of the Public Press, 
to employ their great influence in the diflu- 
sion of pacific principles and sentiments, and 
in eradicating trom the minds of men those 
hereditary animosities, and political and 
commercial jealousies, which have been so 
often the cause of disastrous Wars, 

2. ‘That as an appeal to the sword can set 
tle no qu¢stion, on any principle of equity 
and right, it is the duty of Governments to 
refer to the decision of competent and im- 
partial Arbitrators such differences arising 
between them as cannot be otherwise amica- 
bly adjusted. 

3. Phat the Standing Armament, with 
Which the Governments of Europe menace 
each other, amid professions of mutual 
friendship and confidence, being a prolitic 
source of social immorality, financial embar- 
rassment, and national suflering, while they 
excite constant disquictude and irritation 
among the nations, this Congress would ear- 
nestly urge upon the Governments the inne 
rative necessity of entering upon arysten of 
Internal Disarmament. 

4. This Congress, regarding the system of 
negotiating Loans for the prosecution of 
War, or the maintenance of warlike arma- 
ments, as immoral in principle and disas- 
trous in operation, renews its emphatic con- 
demnation of all such Loans.

The State Convention for the Nomination 
of officers was held at Columbus last week. 

| Samuel Lewis was nominated for Govenor. | 
The following selection from their resolu- | 
) ionsis all we have room for this week from 
| their proceedings, 


Whereas, We have assembled in Con- 
vention as Freeman, to adopt measures for 
the protection and preservation of Freedom, 
itis due to ourselves, to the occasion, and to 
the people of the State, that: we declare our 
vieWs On Certain questions of National and | 
| State policy, 
| Resolved, Therefore, that the proviso of Jer- 
| FERSON, to prolitbit the extension of Slavery, 
j alter 1000, in allihe Territories of the Unit- 
ed Mlates, Southern and Northern, the votes | 
of six States and sixteen delegates in the 
Congress of 1724, forthe Proviso, to three 
States and seven delegates ayuinst it, the ac- 
tual exclusion of slavery trom the North 
Western Territory, by the ordinance of 1786, 
unaninously adopted by the States in Con- 
gress; and the entire history of that period, 
clearly shows that it was the settled policy 
of the Nation, under the guidance of Wasl- 
ington and Franklin, and Jetterson, not to | 
extend, nationalize, or encourage; but to 
limt, localize and discourage Slavery. And 
to this policy, which sliould never have been | 
departed trom, the General Government | 
ought speedly to return. 

Resolved, That our Fathers ordained the 
| Constitution of the United States, in order 
|*to establish justice, promote the general | 
wellare, and secure the blessings of liberty ;” 
but expressly denied to the Federal Govern- 
ment Which they created, all Constitutional 
power to deprive any person of lite, liberty 
or property, without due legal process, 

Resolved, Thatin the judgement of this 
Convention, Congress Las no more power to 
jmakea Slave, than to make a King; no 
| nore power to justitute or establish Slavery, 
than to institute or establish monarehy: no 
more power to legislate for the protection 
or preservation of Slavery, than for the pro- 
teciicn or preservation of the “ Holy Inquisi- 
tion.” No such power can be tound among 
those powers specially conferred by the Con- 
stitution, or derived by just implication trom 
them. 

Resolved, That the “ Fugitive Slave Law,” 
enacied by the lust Cougicss, is in deroga- 
tion of the genius of our fee Institutions, 
eu uowarrantable exeroachients mpon the 
sovereignty of ihe Stites, a violation of the 
| principles of natural and revealed religion, 














an assumption of legisiutive power Without 
| Constitutional autiosity, and a monstrous ex- 
| hibition of tyranny, injustice, cruelty, and 
oppression. We will uot regard it as of any 
binding foree or efficacy Whiatsoever. 
In the Janguage of Patrick Henry, we 
say; “if this be treason make the most of 
| it.” 
Resolved. That the practical working of 
i the “ Fugitive Slave Law,” is strikingly de- 
| veloped in the barbarous treatment of the 
colored man Deniel, at Bufialo, New York, 
on the 16th inst. Lis arrest was etfeeted by 
striking him on the back of the head with a 
billet of wood, which cut a hideous gash, 
and knocked Lim senseless back upon the 
stove, where he was grievously burned. 
Thus be was hand-cuffed and taken beiore 
the Coumnissioner at the Court House, the 
Lieeding projusely atthe back of the head, 
aud at the nose, and moreover, so stupilied 
by the assau.t, that be fell asleep several times 
during the brief and very summary proceed- 
ings, Which terrinated in his Consigiment 
to hopeless boudage. 

This deed could not have been consum- 














ment whose main business it is to support 
slavery by bloody violence and national robe- | 
ry. Talk of anarchy aud bloodshed as the 
result of separation from this government! 


What have we now? Biood shed and anar- 
chy for the sake of union with robbers of 
nations and kidnappers of men. If we 
must have anarchy and war better to have it 
uuder preteiice of securing liberty and jus- 
tice than as now. But we are not driven to 
this alternative. The anarchy and blood- 
shed and robery will cease, if we but with-

The treatment received by some of the 
crew of the U.S. Ship Cumberland may be 
gathered by the following statement furnished 
us by a gentlemen who knows the facts.

He did not owe more than $15 for board’ 
liquer, and all he had called for. 

A Barber at the North End charged a 
young sailor 75 cents for shaving him! and 
would not let him out until it was paid! 

A fiith sailor was robbed outright of one 
hundred dollars. 

Another was drugged and robbed, and 
then turned into the street without shoes!
